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LORDS ARE SHORA 
UF THEIR POWER 
BY ENGLISHMEN 


After Long and Bitter Fight, 
the Peers Accept Veto Gill 
of House of Commons, 


GREAT CROWD WITNESSED 
HUMILIATION OF LORDS 


The Vote in Favor of Adopting 
Veto Bill Was 131 to 114. 
Greatest Change in Great 
Britain’s Working Constitu- 
tion Since Passage of the Re- 
form Bill. 


London, August 10.—Premier - As- 
quith’s government, which claims to 
represent the democracy of Great Brit- 
ain, tonight enforced its will upon 
the peerage by the narrow vote of 
181 to 114. 

By this vote the house of lords de- 
cided to accept what the liberals con- 
tend is the will of the people, and 
adopted Viscount Morley’s resolution 


net to insis- upon the lords’ amend- 
ments to the parliamentary bill, which 
practically limite the power of the 
house of lords to a two years sus- 
pensory veto and vastly increases the 
prerogatives of the house of commons. 

While the lords were yielding, the 
house of commons Was passing a reso- 
lution to pay its members $2,000 an- 
nually for their services. The resolu- 
tion was carried by a vote of 256 te 
159. Heretofore the members of the 
commons have received no pay. 

Greatly Changes Constitution. ; 

The constitutional struggie, which 
began when the house of lords nearly 
two yestrs ago rejected the budget of 
David .Lloyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, is ended for a time at 
least, and with the greatest change to 
Great Britain’s working constitution 
since the passage of the reform bill. 

The process of voting consumed 
nearly en hour and the‘result trembled 
in the balances until the last moment. 
The -+-“die hards”~ «@stered greater 
strength than was expected, and the 
government owes its victory to the 
votes cf between twenty and thirty 
conservatives, who threw in their lot 
with the liberals to save their own 
caste from loss of prestige and the 
king from the necessity of exercising 
the roval prerogative for the creation 
of a number of new peers, from which 
every cne believes he was extremely 
anxious to be saved. 

Church Goes With Liberals. 
“The Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York and nine bishops also lined up 
with the government, although the ec- 
clesiastical lords generally keep aloof 
from party questions. The Bishops of 
Bangor and Worcester went with the 
Halsburys, the ‘last ditehers.” 

it will be noticeable that the highest 
ranks of the nobility furnished the 
fewest supporters of the government. 
The Dukes of Norfolk, Leeds, Marlbor- 
ough, Newcastle, Northumpberiand, 
Somerset and Westminster, voted with 
the opposition, while the remainder 
abstained Trom voting. 

“Drinking the hemlock” had become 
an historic phrase in past months, and 
the gathering in the ancient chamber 
tonight to witness this memorable hu- 
miliatior was worthy of the occasion. 
Peeresses, ambassadors and common- 
ers packed the galleries and a group 
of private counsellors, by exercising 
the prerogatives of their position, sat 
on the steps of the throne. The 
benches, aisles and floor were crowded. 

“Black Dey" in Kaugliand’s History. 

Lieutenant Colonel Arthur Lee, in 
epeaking of the house of commons to- 
day, said this would be a black day in 
England's history if the house of 
lords accepted the veto bill and the 
house of commons cut adrift from 
the traditions of centuries to bestow 
ealaries upon its members. Apparent- 
ly the sentiment of the peers was in 
full accord with thig description of 
the occasion. Lords frequently forgot 
the oppressive dignity which custom- 
arily marks the proceedings in the 
upper chamber and fought for a hear- 
ing with great strenuousness. 

The earl of Halsbury once went so 
far as to make a formal-motion that 
one of his supporters be heard in 
preference to one peer who favored 
the government. 

When the voting began Lord Lans- 
downe withdrew to a position behind 
the throne, but his followers watched 
the issue eageriy.

Twice in the Breast 


All Facts in Case Indicate Sui- 
cide, According to Co 
or 


Taking Her Life, However, 


Donehoo---No Motive 


Has Yet Developed. 


Clothed in her night gown, lying 
across a bed in a pool of her own 
blood, with two bullets in her breast, 
which had caused almost instant death, 
Mrs. H. W. FPiemister was found by 
her husband upon his return yesterday 
afternoon to the residence at 383 Wil- 
liams street. 

The two bullete—not more than 2 
inches apart—had eacn pierced the 
right lung, and one had penetrated the 
back. One bullet had just grazed the 
‘heart, and the other went on the in- 
side edge of the right lung. 

The chamber of the pistal was fully 
loaded, and only two shots had been 
fired. 

Suicide Theory Advanced. 

Coroner Donehoo visited the scene 
Thursday night, and after an investi- 
gation, stated that all facts indicated 
suicide. However, no motive gustein- 
ing this theory could be found, as Mrs. 
Flemister left no note, or from her 
past actions, could it be judged that 
she intended self-destruction. 

Several Telatives and acquaintances 
of Mr. and Mrs. Flemister stated that 
their wedded life had been of peace 
and tranquility, and that there had 
been no discord in the family. It was 
also stated that Mrs. FPlemister was «4 
sufferer from nervous trouble, and just 
prior to her death had returned from a 
visit to Dr. L. C. Fisher. 

The physician stated Thursday night 
that he had not alarmed her in regard 
to her health, and that upon leaving 
his office in the afternoon—shortly be- 
fore the shooting—she had seemed in 
good spirits. 

Shortly after the death was discov- 
ered, a filled prescription arrived for 
Mrs. Flemister. it is believed she had 
sent for this after her visit to Dr. 
Fisher’s office. For what the pre- 
scription was intended was not made 
known. | 

Husband Fognd Doors Locked. 

When Mr. Flemister arrived home he 
found the house locked. Last night he 
was almost prostrated, and would 
make no statement in regard to the af- 
fair. When he discovered his wife, he 
had just returned from a railway mail 
service examination. He has been a 
railway mail clerk for several years. 

Mrs. Flemister was a _ astrikinzly 
beautiful woman. She and Mr. Flem- 
ister had been married only two years, 
both coming from Charleston, 6 C., to 
this city shortly after the marriage. 

The body was removed to the Bloom- 
field-Burkert undertaking establish- 
ment, and funeral arrangements will 
be made later. 

The coroner's inquest will be held at 
that establishment some time today.

Mr. Alexander substituted 
amendment with one fixing the 
amount at $25,000. This and 
all other amendments affecting the 
amount were killed and the $30,000 set 
forth in the bill was approved. 

Mr. Alexander resumed his fight on 
the succeeding appropriation, that of 
$50,000 to the Deaf Institute at Cave 
Spring. This represented no increase 
over the present bill, but when advised 
that it had been raised $6,000 for 1910 
and 1911, Mr. Alexander insisted that 
its fund for 1912 and 1913 should be 
cut to $45,000. 

He made another vigorous appeal for 
a@ general reduction in appropriations. 
He didn’t think it pertinent for the 
past, and the responsibility for the rec- 
ord thereof, to be brought into the dis- 
cussion. 

Must Deal With Present. 

“Let the dead past bury its dead,” 
he cried. “We must deal with the living 
present.” 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, replied 
to the gentleman from DeKalb and 
did not hesitate to refer to the short- 
comings of the past. 

He could see no reason for fearing 
trouble at the end of the two-year pe- 
riod being provided for. 

On vote, Mr. Alexander’s amendment 
lost and the appropriation passed. 

The usual fight come up over the 
state sanitarium budget, which carried 
an Increase of $65,000. Mr. Alexander 
wanted it cut $30,000.

Baker Favors Budget. 

It developed that there has been an 
increase of only 114 in the inmate-pop- 
ulation of the institution during the 
past year. 

Mr. Baker, chairman of the sanita- 
rium committee, defended the appro- 
priation. He said he had gone into the 
matter very thoroughly, as member 
of an investiagting committee two 
years ago and as chairman of the 
standing committee this year. He said 
he had found the management to be as 
nearly perfect as possible, and that it 
deserved better support from the state. 

Four Cents a Meal. 

“Those people down there are fed at 
a cost of four cents a meal,” declared 
Mr. Baker. “You oouldn’t feed a 
Berkshire hog on that. They are ask- 
ing for only 50 cents @ day for each 
patient—this includes everything—and 
it is little enough.” 

Among the serious needs of the in- 
stitution recited is that of fire es- 
capes. 

“Tf a serious fire were to occur there,” 
he said, “hundreds of those poor un- 
fortunates would be cremated. It is 
no less than criminal for this condition 
to be permitted to continue by with- 
holding funds necessary to changing 
2” 

Mr. Massengale, of Warren, led off 
at the afternoon session in favor of the 
sanitarium increase. 

Mr. Vinson, of Baldwin, spoke for it 
and criticized Mr. Alexander’s opposi- 
tion. 

“The gentleman from Dekalb wants 
the funds of these institutions reduc- 
ed but refused to say that he will ad- 
vocate reductions in the school and 
pension funds," said the Baldwin mem- 
ber. “I would like to know now if he 
will urge similar reductions in schools 
and pensions.” 

“In reply, I will say that I will not,” 
replied the gentleman from DeKalb, 
“and I will give my reasons. I am con- 
vinced that the combination prevailing 
here will take whatever would be saved 
and add it to the appropriations to the 
charitable institutions and higher 
schools of learning.

Washington, August 10.—George W. 
Perkins, financier and director of the 
United States Steel Corporation, made 
some striking recommendations today 
with refevence to the government's 
control of corporations. A witness be- 
fore the house “steel trust’ investi- 
gating committee, he declared that ex- 
isting laws were seriously threatening 
big business interests and their rigid 
enforcement was rendering it imposs!i- 
ble for corporations to continue opera- 
tlons in conformity with the statutes. 

Mr. Perkins touched on needed re- 
form in the laws, discussed the exist- 
ing conditions of corporations and 
pointed out changes that could be 
made by congress in the financial sys- 
tem of the eountry. 

| Red Flag of Warning. 
Some of his observations follow: 


“That great corporations, grown up 
under demands of existing conditions,

Washington, August 10.—(Special.)— 
There will be no cotton rev‘sion bill 
at this session, according to the pres- 


‘ent outlook. Although the insurgent 


republicans are demanding a vote on 
the bill to revise the cotton schedule, 
and will offer ag amendments other 
bills revising ‘iron and#steel, sugar, 
lead and rubber duties, it seems now 
that it will be impossible to get @n 
agreement as to @ daté for a vote. 
Wool Revision and Free List. 

The agreement on the woo! bill and 
the farmers’ free list bill, which it is 
reported the conference committee of 
the two houses has reached, will mean 
the final passage of these measures 
within a day or two, and they will be 
sent to President Taft. He will veto 
them, and the house may then attempt 
to pass the bills over the president's 
veto. 

Then it is expected that the house 
will call for an adjournment until De- 
cem ber. It is believed there are 
enough regular republicang and demo- 
crats in the senate to pass such a 
joint resolution. 

Of course there will be a tremendous 
howl from the insurgent republicans, 
who insist that congress should con- 
tinue to send tariff revision bills to 
the president. “He will find it diffi- 
cult to say the same thing in a half 
dozen different ways,” said one sen- 
ator. 

Members Are Tired. 

Several democrats feel the same way, 
but the overwhelming majority of the 
membegs are unutterably fatigued and 
absolutely worn out. They have al- 
most reached the stage when they are 
ready to agree on any compromise to 
get to go home. 

The danger in the situation, ffTom a 
partisan political standpoint, is that it 
affords the insurgent republicans the 
opportunity to proclaim that they are 
Sfmon-pure downward 
revisionists: that the democrats have 
abandoned the cause of the consumers 
and are ready to quit. If they can get 
this impression circulated pretty gen- 
erally over the country, it will be fine 
for«the progressives and boom Mr. 
La Follette’s chances for the presi- 
dency, but will be bad for the demo- 
crats. ‘

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AT LAST A GAME LAW. 


Heretofore when efforts have been made to give Georgia an 
adequate game law, it has been the house of representatives that 
presented the stumbling block, the body through which passage 
has always been difficult, if not impossible. 

A few years ago the legislature'in joint session heard an ad- 
dress from the game warden of Alabama; a bill was prepared along 
the lines of the Alabama law, but it got little further than the com- 
mittee room. The general assembly of 1909-10 considered a bill for 
the protection of game and fish prepared by an association of Geor- 
gia sportsmen, and which, in many respects, was a most satisfac- 
tory measure. It went through the senate and died in the house 
at the close of the session of 1910. 

This time, fortunately, the house has taken the initiative and 
in its passage of the Wimberly game protection bill has offered to 
the state a conservative law which, while affording adequate pro- 
tection to all classes of game, gives the sportsman abundant lee- 
way for his annual exercise with gun and dog in wood and field. 
This bill cuts six weeks off the present open season, puts an 
ample maximum limit on the day's bag, forbids the use of traps or 
snares and prohibits the sale of game birds and animals killed in the 
state. In other words, it eliminates the pothunter who has been go 
largely responsible for the destruction of game, and puts hunting 
solely upon a sportsman’s basis. 

Under this law, with its provisions rigidly enforced by state and 


county game wardens, there will be Presented some opportunity for 


the increase of game birds and animals in Georgia in the place of 
a wholesale destruction which has threatened their extinction. 
The farmers of Georgia have but recently come to a full real- 
ization of the importance of protecting game birds as one valuable 
method of fighting crop destroying insects; and as a precautionary 
measure, looking forward to the inevitable arrival of the boll weevil, 
eight or ten counties have already secured local laws at this session 
of the general assembly, prohibiting the killing of any game birds 
at all during periods ranging from two to five years. 

The passage of this general law will make such loca! county 
laws unnecessary in many instances, and the senate should not let 
the session close without its final enactment.

OPPORTUNITY FOR DEVELOPMENT. 


If the general assembly fails to pass the bill appropriating $10,- 
ooo for water power and swamp land investigation through the 
geological department, before it adjourns, the state will lose the 
opportunity to secure from the national government a like sum to 
be used in defraying one-half the expense of this important work. 

Through the United States geological survey the state has 
been offered not only the services of experts, but $5,000 to defray 
half the expense in making important and valuable investigations 
of Georgia water powers, as a result of which there may be fur- 
nished accurate data for future development. A similar tender 
has been made from the United States department of agriculture 
looking to investigations which will ultimately result in the drain- 
age of 2,700,000 acres of overflow and ‘swamp lands in Georgia, the 
only condition being that the state shall also assume a portion of the 
burden and appropriate an equal amount to be expended through 
and under the direction of its geological department. 

This is an opportunity for the development of valuable Geor- 
gia resources which the legislature cagnot afford to ignore. The 
small appropriation necessary for this work has been 
mended by two governors; it has received favorable consideration 
at the hands of the house committee, and it only remains to get the 
measure through before the close of the present session in order 
that the national government’s generous offer may become avail-

NEW COTTON PEST 
ON BIBB FARMS 


Crop on Langston Farm Al: 


ready Damaged More Than 
$1,500. 


Macon, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
A new cotton pest has been discovered 
within 4 miles of Macon that is puz- 
ziing the experts. It first made its 
appearance on the farm of C. J. Lang- 
ston, in this county, about six weeks 
ago, and in that time it has destroyed 
15 acres of cotton. ' 

The bug as it first appears is ex- 
tremély -«iinute, taking the form of 
brilliantly red specks on the stems 
and leaves of the plant. These specks, 
it seems, are the larvae from which 
the adult insects develop. The full 
grown bug is also bright red. Once 
started to work it strips both the 
jeaves and the frult from the stalk 
and leaves the plant withered and 


Mr. Langston estimates that it has 
cost him not less than $1,500 already, 
and as he is unable to devise any 
means of coping with the ravages of 
the insect, he believes his total cotton 
crop will be a failure, as the area in- 
ee by the pest is rapidly increas- 
ng.

They cannot have 
rooms to go to while not on duty, and 
they have to sleep in the same sections 
occupied by the patients. Their pay 
fs pitifully small, and their hours of 
work long. Other emplayees are alse 
underpaid, 

4. The negro building is overcrowd- 
ed. and on that account more or less 
unsanitary. The boilers for this building 
have been eer “ey and the Kitchen 
is too small and its appliances inad- 
equate. 

5. Under the present appropriation, 
a hospital for the insane sick cannot 
be provided, nor can the acute insane, 
mahy of whom might be restored, nor 
the weak-minded children who might 
be developed mentaliy and physically, 
be separated from the other patients. 

It is explained that no criticism of 
the management is meant, but that it 
deserves the highest praise.

WITH PART OF BOND ISSUE 
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61 Peachtree St. 
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A physica] connection was made 
yesterday morning between the new 
36-inch water main and the old 30- 
inch water main at the corner of 
Piedmont eavente and Gilmer street, 
and this finished the construction of 
the new water main with a part of 
the bond issue, amounting to about 
$180,000. 

In connecting the two water mains 
what is known as the “gridiron sys- 
tem” has been carried out, and almost 
completes a system whereby the city 
can be supplied with water from any 
one of the three large mains from 
Hemphil) station if either one or both 
of the other mains should break. 

Wherever one large main touches or 
crosses another main a physical con- 
nection is made and in the construc- 
tion of the new 36-inch mein such 
connections were made at the corner 
of Cain street and Piedmont avenue, 
as well as at the corner of Piedmont 
avenue and.Gilmer street . 

The new water main isa 20,865 feet 
in length. It is the largest water 
main that brings water into the oity, 
the otber two mains being 8 inches. 
The new 36-inch main is laid from 
Hemphill station to Fourteenth street, 
thence to West Peachtree strest, 
thence to Bixth street, thence to Pied- 
mont avenue, and thence to Gilmer 
street. 

On of the 30-inch mains from Hemp- 


hill station goes out North avenue, 
| where there is a 16-inch matin running 
east and west from the oorner of 
Hemphill avenue. From thence a 20- 
Jnch main runs to Wackie street, 
thenca to Cain, where it connects with 
the new 86-inch main. The 20-inch 
main continues out Cain to the Bouwle- 
vard, and down the Boulevard to De- 
catur street, where it connects with 
another 20-inch main, which runs west

on South Boulevard and out into the 
ninth ward. 

There is another 80-inch main from 
Hemphill station to Curran street, 
thence to Marietta street, to Walton, 
to Peachtree street, to Hdgewood ave- 
nue, to Gilmer street, and to Butler 
street. A 24-inch main is laid on But- 
ler to Fraser. 

With the completion of the new 36- 
inch main, Atlanta now has the finest 
water service in ita history, and a sys- 
tem which is not excelled by any city 
in the south. The mains are s0 con- 
structed and so connected that the en- 
tire city can be supplied with water 
if two of the mains were to go out 
of service and only one remained in 
uee. 

The waterworks department has, 
besides laying the big 36-inch main, 
done a wonderful amount of work 
within the past twelve months, both 
with the bond money end regular ap- 
propriations. 

There has been Iaid in Atlanta in 
1910 and 1911 a total of 66 miles of 
water pipe, or a length that would 
cover a distance from Atlanta to Car- 
tersville. Of this there were 57 miles 
of pipe jaid with the bofid money. 
Worty- three miles were laid last year 
and 321 miles during the _ first’ six 
months of this year. The 66 miles of 
pipe has carried water almost over 
the entffe city, and hes furnished a 
supply to hundreds of houses that 
were using wells. The supply of 
water has been followed by the con- 
struction of new sewers and a great 
many of the earth closets in the city 
have been abolished.

Stand of “Dr, George Brown 
+ On Charter Indorsed 


Committee Named at Grand 
Meeting to See Members of 
Fulton County Delegation 
and Ask Them to Submit 
Charter to People. 


A charter which has received the 
approval of a vote by the people is the 
only form of law that it fit to govern 
Atlanta, 

That, in short, was the underlying 
motif of the mass meeting held last 
night at the Grand. It is true that va- 
rious speakers diverged from this sub- 
ject and frequently attacked the com- 
promise charter,’'and thet some made 
personal remarks about those who 
have advocated it, but all were agreed 
that the people should rule, and that 
any charter that should receive the 
approval of the people would be a fit 
and proper measure. 

Ask the Right to Vote. 
At *the conclusion of the meeting, it 
was unanimously voted that a commit- 
tee of seven be appointed to wait upon 
the Fulton county delegation in the 
legislature to indorse before them the 
stang of Representative George Brown - 
and to urge upon them the necessity 
of putting the proposed city charter 
to a vote of the people. 

Only Small © owd Present. 

The meeting was .n decided contrast 
to other political mass meetings which 
have been held in the Grand, both as 
to numbers and enthusiasm. The at- 
tendance was estimated at 250. Many 
left before it was over. 

Charges were made against the ed- 
itors of The Constitution, The Journal 
and The Georgian, it being stated that 
they formed part of an autocracy 
which was seekinz to rule the aoity, 
and that Atlanta was suffering under 
“newspaper domination.” It was al- 
leged that others had joined this “au- 
tocracy” for personal benefit; Mayor 
Courtland 8. Winn because the pro- 
posed charter legislated him into two 
addftional years of service, at a salary 
increased to $6,000 per year; Senator 
John Slaton, because the charter pro- 
vided for the retention of his brother, 
William M, Slaton, as superintendent 
of schools. 

Robert Blackburn, who presided, 
opened. the meeting by stating that the 
object of the gathering was to protest 
against the, adoption of a legislative 
measure affecting the property rights 
of the people without submitting it to 
a vote of the people. 

“We are not here to discuss the 
merits or demerits of the proposed 
charter, but to petition the legislature 
to submit it to a vote of the people.” 
He continued by saying that he was 
not personally in favor of the proposed 
charter, and regarded with suspicion 
any policy advanced by Clark Howell 
and Dick Gray. 

People Should Have Say. 

J. E. McClelland, the next speaker, 
thought that Atlanta “should get from 
under newspaper government and that 
the people should have the say ag to 
how they @re to be governed.” 

When making his campaign, he said, 
he had pledged himself to endeavor to 
bring about an equalization of taxes, 
but es soon as he had started his fight 
for this, the papers had started the 
movement for commission government. 
He implied that advertising had in- 
dyced them todo this. He attacked 
Mayor Winn and Senator Slaton for in- 
dorsing the proposed charter, and said 
that the papers had bluffed Represen- 
tative Walter McPlreath. | 

Dr. Brown addressed the meeting 
while walking up and down the aisle. 

An attempt was being made to ram 
the charter down the throats of the 
people, he said, without giving them 
‘a chance to vote on it. 

This, he said, would be a dangerous 
precedent, as a charter embodying so 
many changes should become the law 
only after it had received the sanction 
of a vote by the people. He opined 
that Representatives McElreath and 
Westmoreland, after hearing the 
wishes of the meeting, would help see 
to,it that the charter should not be 
passed without the proviso of such a 
sanction. 

After introducing a letter from 
Judge Hillyer, Dr. Brown exoused him- 
self from the meeting, saying that he 
had a sick wife at home and a new 
baby. 

Judge Hillyer’s letter suggested sav- 
eral revisions in the proposed charter 
with reference to the powers of the 
administrative board and council. He 
advised delay for further considera- 
tion of the matter and the advisabi]- 
ity of submitting the charter to a vote 
of the people. 

Councilman Aldine Chambers called 
attention to the fact that the charter 
as revised by council provided for sub- 
mitting several features to the people 
for their sanction, that the commis- 
sion charter contained this proviso 
also, but that the compromise charter 
did not. A charter would be accept- 
able, he said, only after all radical 
changes contained in it had been ap- 
proved by the citizens at the polls. 

Personally, he considered the com- 
promise charter a delusion and a 
snare. 

People Capable of Choosing. 

B. M. Blackburn questioned the hon- 
esty of the three Atlanta papers in 
supporting the proposed measure, and 
thought there was something rotten in 
the state of Denmark. “The papers are 
depriving you of the right to vote,” he

The test made 
by the chief of construction showed 
an average of 13,062,706 gallons for 
24 hours. In his report he states that 
to thif must be added 129,584 gallons 
for the difference in the elevation of 
the water from the clear water basins 
at the time the pumps were started to 
the time the tests were compleed, 

The test made by Captain. Clayton 
being far in excess of the amount 
guaranteed for the filters, the report 
was more than satisfactory. 

The old filters have a guaranteed 
capacity of 10,000,000 gallons for every 
24 hours, so that now the city has a 
filtration plant with a guaranteed ca- 
pacity of 21,000,000 gallons in 24 hours, 
but, as shown by Captain Clayton's 
test, the filters can be made to exceed 
this amount by sev@ral million gallons.

CHAIRMAN MASON 
DEFENDS HIS COMMITTEE 


The Constitution has received the 
following card from Carlos Mason, 
chairman of the police board, in re- 
ply to an editorial in the paper on 
yesterday morning: 


Editor Constitution—In your issue 
today you devote a great deal of space 
in an editorial to me as chairman of 
the police board, to the comunittee 
appoinied by me to investigate the 
detective department, and the general 
administration of the police department 
under the present board. 

I fee] that it is my duty to the po- 
lice board, to myselg and to the com- 
mittee appointed, to take notice of; 
these editorial charges made by you. 

From the editorial I quote as fol- 
lows: “The investigating committee 
was made up by. appointment of the 
chairman, of five members, who are 
too evidently ready to give the detec- 
tive departmep’ & clean bill of health, 
without even ‘a perfunctory inquiry.” 

The gentlemen who were named on 
this committee are Mr. William  P. 
Fain, Mr. J. N. iicEachern, Mr. George 
EK. Johnson, Mr. Warren D, White and 
Mr. Arthur Marbut. The mere nam- 
ing of these gentlemen is sufficient 
defense so far as they aré personaily 
concerned. They have al] lived in the 
city of Atlanta for many years. Their 
character for honesty, fair dealing, up- 
rightness and general trustworthiness 
is well known by all of the people of 
this city. Of course you do not ex- 
pect these gentlemen to do anything 
wrong; nor that they will fail in their 
duty in any respect. You know that 
they will not fail in their duty or in 
going to the bottom of affairs as does 
every other citizen of this city who 


It is generally understood that you 
are fighting for the substitute charter, 
which is called the compromise char- 
ter, but which lawyers say is not what 
it purports to be, but is a delusion and 
a snare. In order to accomplish this 


saving a great many unkind things 
against all of the departments of the 
city of Atlanta. The obvious purpose 


seem to have a desire to establish a 
new order of things by pulling down 
what we nowvhave. 

The members of this investigating 
committee, of the entire poli¢e board 
and members of every other board in 
the city, are .fen who have given of 
their time unsparingly to the city in 
an effort to give the people good gov- 
ernment.

They 
have earned a better reward tonan t 
and I dare say were it not for this 
fight that is being made on the pres- 
ent cify government, that you would 
be one of the first to join in a tribute 
of praise and appreciation for their 
work, 

[ am criticised for not appointing 
some of those moving in this matter of 
investigation on the subcommittees. 
The motion to have the investigation 
was madde by Mayor Winn. The first 
member of the dDoard that I appointed 
to servé was the mayor himself. Hé 
declined to serve, although I insisted 
that he should do so. Another mem- 
ber of the board, when named, ex- 
presseq “himself on the question and 
was prompt:y left off. This at least 
will show that there was no disposi- 
tion on my part to withhold the name 
of any man who was favorable to the 
investigation and that I did not ap- 
point anyone whose mind Was already 
made up. The motion made by Mr. 
Clarke was to investigate the matter 
by the whole board and he was not the 
man who made the motion to investi- 
gate. 

Insofar as you attack me persdénally 
I think you ought to inform the pub- 
lic of the following facts: 

You will recall that at the meeting 
before the legislative committee the 
other day, when you took a decided 
part, and at which I was present ag en 
interested oOnlooker; you told me that 
if this charter went through you would 
be glad to see me one of the-commis- 
sioners of the city under the new re- 
gime, and tendered your services and 
offered to assist me to become one 6? 
the commissioners. You will algo re-« 
call that I declineq your kind offer, 
and my reasons for so doing were that 
I believe the principle of thé commiis« 
sion govefnment is radically and fun- 
damentally wrong; that it would be a 
very dangerous thing to put the entire 
police department, with all its power, 
policies and patronage, In the hands 
of any One man, howsecever g00d he 
might be. The peace and good gov- 
ernment i¢ this city demands more 
than one-man .

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CONDITION OF CROPS. 


Interesting Figures of Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
Washington, August 190.—-Cotton, 
lemons, apples, oranges and rice were 
the only crops which on August 1 
showed a growing condition above the 
average of recent years. Other crops 
fell below the average condition, while 
the combined condition of all crops 
was 14.6 per cent below average, ac~- 
cording to the announcement of the 
department of agriculture today. On 
July 1 conditions were 10.7 per cent 
below the average and on June 1 they 
were 2.8 per cent below. The severe 
drought over a wide area of the coun- 
try was the principal cause of the un- 
usually low crop conditions, the re- 

port states. 

A comparison of the condition of 
various crops on August 1 (or at the 
time of harvest) with their average 
growing condition on August 1 of re- 
cent years (past ten years for most 
crops), is show'n as follows, 100 repre- 
senting average condition and not 
normal:

Taking 
into account both acreage and condi- 
tion, indications are that the wheat 
crop will be 4.1 per cent less than 
the average annua! production of the 
past five years.

The season isgrapidly approaching 
when people will begin to manifest 
an avowed interest in fine poultry. 

During the summer, when chicks are 
undeveloped, when all that can be done 
is simply to care for and feed them, 
‘when their qualities for good or bad 
cann°ot be distinguished, the breeder 
is taking his wines Wigge bone low, as it 
were. ut now his stock begins to 
show its strong points, and here and 
here he observes those which seem 
o outstrip others, and this begins to 
@waken an interest in its owner as 
to his or her good qualities. 

The fall fairs will soon begin, and 
as they come just after the hard work 
is over and the harvest nearly ended, 
people flock to these exhibitions for 
the recreation and rest so much need- 
ed, and to learn what advancement has 
been made by others, and to study and 
compare, either from curiosity or from 
interest. 

I will say now is the time to begin 
to prepare your stock for such erxhi- 
bitions. No breeder can produce good 
breeds unless he first knows what a 
good breed is, and this knowledge can- 
not all be ained by etudying the 
standard. e knowledge can only 
be gained by comparison with other 
and better b than he has. 

At the Poultry Show. 

Where do we get that knowledge 
of the ideal for which we must strive 
and that enthusiasm which will en- 
able us to put forth the effort neces- 
gary to win those ribbons? In the 
poultry department, rubbing elbows 
with brother fanciers and visitors, 
ewapping chicken stories and studying 
the birds that win the blue ribbons. 

Every breeder of standard birds who 
sells stock or eggs for hatching should 
be sure to get out during the coming 
fair season and attend one or more 
fairs, and especially his county fair, 
if there is one. He should also send 
some of his birds and pit them jn 
competition with other birds. If they 
win or lose, he should study them in 
comparison with those in competition 
with which they won or lost, and en- 
deavor to see why the judge decided in 
the way he did. 

Gets Good Advertising. 

One of the gains to the breeder ex- 
hibiting at the fall fairs is found in 
the advertising which it furnishes, and, 
the sales which may be made thereat. 
The vast crowds which throng #0ch 
places furnishing now and then a con- 
vert. I believe it wise and st that 
breeders, especially beginrtrs, make 
atrong efforts to exhibit at the fall 
fairs. There is no Jep<s where to get 
more practical, usefil and helpful in- 
formation on wit constitutes a good 
bird, such gt can win 
room, thaz in the show room itself. It 
ictures in actual life what breeders 
om been able to accomplish toward 
producing a pen and word-pictured 
iZeal, as contained in the standard of 
perfection. The show room is really 
the breeders’ school room.

SUED FOR $18,000 


Suit for $18,000 for postage alleged 
to be due the federa] government was 
yesterday filed in the local federal) 
courts against The Constitution Pub- 
lishing Company in the name of the 
United States postoffice department. 

Unpaid postage on papers sent out 
between September, 1906, and March, 
1910, and insufficient postage on sam- 
ple copies of the paper sent out dur- 
ing 1908 and 1909, are the grounds 
upon which the government's Tepre- 
sentatives base their claim. 

A similar suit for $1,337.82 was filed 
at the same time against The Atlanta 
Journal 

F. C. Tate, United States district at- 
torney, and Alexander Akerman, 
special] assistant to the attorney gen- 
eral, appearing in behalf of the gov- 
ernment, set out in the petition that 
between September 1, 1906, and March 
1, 1910, The Constitution Publishing 
Company deposited in the local post- 
office ang had distributed over the 
country 1,054,081 pounds of daily pa- 
pers on which no postage was paid. 
The rate on these papers is 1 cent per’ 
pound, it is set out, and in conse- 
quence The Constitution PublHehing 
Company, it is alleged, owes the gov- 
ernment on this count alone $10,640.81. 

In addition to this, the petition sets 
out that during the years 1908 and 
1909 The Constitution Publishing Com- 
pany exceeded its legitimate shipment 


of sample copies of its tri-weekly 
publication to the extent of 166,179 
pounds. On this-excess it-is set out 
the regular second-class rate of 1 cent 
for each 4 ounces should apply, which 
makes the amount que on this count, it 
is claimed, $6,207.16. 

An additional count setting out that 
there was an underweight in the 
amount of tri-weekly papers sent out 
during the years 1906-7-8-9 brings the 
Sum total sued for up to $18,686.57. 

The filing of this suit comes ag the 
aftermath of two attempts to indict 
officers of The Constitution for con- 
spiracy to defraud the government in 
the use of the mails.
